On seeing a photograph of Gen, 
Haig one is instantly struck by one 
feature of his face—the jaw, large 
and massive.

is that feature. 


The heavy jaw (often observed in

In reality it is not the jaw but the | 
chin that counts as an index of char- | 
acter. When a man is a big man, | 
massively built, with heavy bones, | 
his jaw*is heavy; but it is his chin | 
that dominates and expresses his | 


It is a mistaken Idea. | 


character. 

This distinction may be best illus- 
trated by referring to the primitive | 
human beings, rather apelika_ whose 
skulls and other bones have been dug 
up in the various parts ‘of Burope-— 
such, for instance, as the so-called | 
“Neanderthal man” and the ‘man of 
Spy,” these designations referring to 
the places where their remains were 
found. 

Nobody knows just how long ago 
these men lived,-but it was certainly 
several hundred thousand years 

_back. They were rather short of sta- 
ture and heavily built, somewhat 
gorilla-lfke, and presumably covered 
with long hair. But their most re- 
matkable. feature was their hnse 
“nrognathous” jaws, provided with 
teeth much larger than ours. 

Yet they had no chips worth men- 
tfoning. It was a feature left appar- 
ently for later . development, and 
which would therefore seem to have 
a relation to an evolution distinctive- 
ly psychic. 

The only primeval woman Known 
to this date madé her home ina hole 
in an almost vertical cliff that over- 
looked a brawling stream which 
flowed over a pebbly bottom In a val- 
ley of France, a few miles northeast 
of the modern city of Boreaux. She 
lived. it is reckoned, at least 300,- 
000 years ago. Her age when she 
died, was about forty-five years, and | 
her huge jaws (as found) contained 
fourteen great teeth, much worn, 
presumably * by gnawing ~ bones. 
Among ‘the bones dug out of the lit- 
tle cave with her skeleton were those 

of the mammoth and the reindeer. 

Like all the people of her period, 

ahe had little forehead and no chin. 
Absence of chin and lack of mental 
development went together, seeming- 
ly. Above the eyes were heavy bony 
prominences, like those observed in 
the skull of the gorilla, which to-day

that we are descended from gorillas, { 


but metely-that those ferocious man- 
like apes are distant cousins of ours. 
We know rather remarkably much 
about those primeval Qwolk, consider- 
ing how long ago they lived. Thanks 
to their disinterred bones, we can 
tell pretty well what they looked 
ke. We have located some of the 
caves they. dwelt ‘in, and, helped by 
the weapons and utensils they . left 
behind, with accompanying bones of 
the animals they ate, we are able to 
reconstruct with reasonable definite- 
ness the conditions under which they 
pursued existence. a 
Their great jaws and huge teeth 
were for gnawing bones, and quite 
possibly for biting——the teeth being 
doubtless used as the most available 
weapon in close combat. For those 
were days when the term “friend” 
had not been invented, Each male 
head of a family was always at war 
with his near neighbors. 
But what has all this to do with 
the Allied general mentioned. 
Simply to express the idea that it 
is not really the jaw but the chin that 
offers an index to the character that 


j}has made them so efficient and for- 


midable in the war now happily | 


ended.

Cuban Capital Given Long Name, 
by Royal Decree. 


Has Been Considerately Shortened to 
Habana, bet That Was Not Its Ap- 
pellation in 1634—Place Had 
Remarkable Growth. 
The full name of the capital of Cuba 
is San Cristobal de la Habana. In 14 
@ royal decree conferred upon the city 
the sounding titie, “Linve del Noeve 
Mundo y Antemura! de las Indias Oe 
| cidentales” which signifies “Key of the 
New World and Bulwark of the West 
| Indies.” In emphasis, .e coat of arms 
lof the municipality bears a syintotic 
| key and representations of the for- 
tresses of Morro, Punto and Fuerza. 
Habana is ofa of thé several towns 
founded by the governor, Diego Ve- 
lasquez. He placed it upon the south 
coast, where the town of Batabano 
now stands, It was shortly removed 
to its present position and rapidly it 
ted to be the chief center of the 

island and one of the most important 
places in the new world. La Fuerza, 
the oldest fortification in the city, wax 
erected near the close of the sixteenth 
century. Shortly afterward, Phillip 
the Second of Spain ordered the con- 
struction of the Punta and «Morro 
forts, for the protection of the har- 
bor, and at about the same time the 
official residence of the governor of 
the island was transferred from Suan- 
tlago de Cuba to Habana. 

In 1650, the population of Habana 
was hardly more than three thousand, 
but in the following two or three dec- 
ades it doubled, owing to a large im- 
migration of Spaniards from Jamaica, 
Paring this period, the city rose to be 
the commercial center of the Spanish- 
American possessions, and the princi- 
pal rendezvous of the royal fleets that 
carried on the trade monopoly between

Spain and America. The walls in- 


closing the city were commenced in 
1671 and tinished 30 years later. 

A map of the city at the beginning 
of the nineteenth century strikingly 
ilustrates its rapid growtlr. en the 
residences were alujost all latPamural,

and huertas occupied ground which is 
now intersected by paved streets aud 
covered with substantial buildings. 
The first impression made upon the 
visitor is of the massive character of 
the architecture. ‘This characteristic 
is more pronounced than in any other 
Latin-Ameriean city. ‘The building ma- 
terial generally used is a conglomerate 
of marine material, which hardens on 
exposure to the air. It is hewn into 
great blocks, and sq used dn construc: 
tion. Walls aré ustally covered with 
stucco or plaster, and cviored in a 
variety of tints. Roofs are either flat, 
or built of the old Spanish tiles. ‘The 
effect, which is enhanced by the pres- 
ence almost everywhere of trees aud 
shrubs, is pleasing in the extreme,

tlens you simply have to believe them, | 
What is more. any day at the movies | 
you can see the heroes, heroines and | 
villains . actually performing these | 
stunts with their eyes. You don’t have | 
to tuke the words of authors for it; | 
the movie actors furnish the Q. Ek. D. 

So what is the use of contradicting | 
fatta that are universally recognized? | 
Most jof us meet.and talk with several | 
doxes persons every day, and we pase 
hundreds of others ip the streets. if | 
you observe the eyes of any of those 
persons you cannot fall to note thal 
they reveal one or another mental or 
emotional state. The eyes are old, 
indifferent, questioning, melancholy, 
petulant, mirthful, mildly amused or 
what not, as the case may be. They 
also reflect boldness, timidity, self-as 
surance, diffidence, coquetry, and u 
variety of dominant temperamental at- 
tributes. . 

However, we are told that the eyes 
never behave in any such fashion,-and 
we are forced te believe it. The ¢yer 
themselves are incapable of emotional 
change. Novelists are always having 
eyes “flash with rage” and all that 
sort of thing, and most of us are con- 
vinced that we have frequently seen 
eyes flash. But no rage or emotion of 
any sort can change the glistening of 
the eye, The flashing or glistening of 
the oye depends wholly upon reflected 
light. That light is reflected from two 
places, the pupil and the white, and 
neither of these brightnesses is gov- 
erned by the mental or emotional state. 
‘The effect of the changing expressions 
of the eve is really given by the vari- 
ous flexing of the muscles in the flesh 
surrounding the eye and by the eye- 
lids, ‘Bae flashing effect is undoubted- 
ly produced by a wider opening of the 
lids, which exposes more of the white 
for light reflection. In a “twinkling” 
eye it is not the eye but the lids and 
the surrounding muscles that really 
twinkle. As a matter of fact, a first- 
class glass eye would appear to be 
just as expressive emotionally as a 
natural eye.—F. H. Young, in Provi- 
dence Journal.

or surface cooler, pall by pail, im- 
mediately it is drawn from the cow.

‘The objections to this method are 
the extra work involved in washing 
the cooler twice a day, the difficulty 
of keeping it properly clean, and the 
danger of contaminating the milk 
with dust, barn odours, etc., unless 
the cooler is used in a clean and 
separate Auk boom: 

The cther alternative is to place 
the cans of milk in a tank of running 
cold water at the earliest opportunity, 
or in an insulated tank of water into 
which some chopped-vp ice is thrown.

Serviceable.

Probably, however, in 
general, the spring is a secondary 
consideration as a water supply, par-

The object of this short 
a ae article is to make a few suggestions 
eo for the improvement of springs in 
Madoc, Ont. met 
prea aie. . In the first place the spring should 
be enlarged, deepened and cleaned 
: out well and then cribbed up in some 
efficient way. Probably the best 
method t# to get a large concrete or 
sewer pipe tile or two, about 2% 
feet in diameter, and put them down 
in the spring, cementing the joint 
well,. Put an overfiow pipe through 
the wall.of the upper tile close to 
the high water mark of the spring, 
and connect the overflow pipe to a 
tile drain that leads down to a good 
ontlet some distance away. If it is 
not connected to a drain the open 
end should be screened, If the spring 
be in the pasture it should be fenc- 
ed in and the overflow pipe referred 
to extended horizontally to a trough 
outside the fence. The top should 
be provided with a tight cover made 
ef éoncrete or heavy plank. 

The spring becomes particularly 
serviceable if it happens to be located 
on an elevation considerably greater 
than the house and barns, for then 
the water can be piped down under 
the first line to storage tanks in the 
buildings. From the tanks the water 
flows by gravity to the points of 
service. Or if the supply is great 
enough and a fall of a few feet can 
be secured within a short distance, 
say 30 or 40 feet of the spring, * 
hydraulic ram may be installed for 
pumping the water of a spring w the 
house an@-barns. Usually tt-is pamp- 
ed into a storage tank in the attic of 
the bouse or loft of barn, and from 
these gravitates to the various plumb- 
ing fixtures in the house and the 
troughs and drinking basins in the 
stables. If you are. particularly in- 
terested in this subject of the farm 
spring and how to make it more 
serviceable write the Department of 
Agriculture, Toronto, for a copy of 
Bulletin 267, which telle you all 
about it.
